The disappearance of the former banker 
was discovered when local representatives 
of the controller of the currency and some 
of the ex-financler’s creditors endeavored to 
find him today in order to attach his prop- 
erty. 

Charles A. Hanna, national bank examiner, 
who has charge of the‘loca!l examiners, and 
who igs receiver of the National Bank of 
North America, presented affidavits to Jua- 
tice Leventritt of the Supreme court today in 
which it was alleged that Morse had left this 
country. Mr. Hanna made a statement to 
the same effect tonight. 


Receiver Tells of Flight. 

The receiver was informed late Tuesday 
evening. said Mr. Hanna, that Charlies W 
Morse had probably gone to Europe or de- 
parted elsewhere from New York earlker in 
the day to be gone for an indefinite period. 

“This information being confirmed by 
those tn charge of the Morse residence, tho 
receiver took measures this morning to at- 
tach such of Mr. Morse’s assets in New York 
as he miay be able to locate. 

“A writ of attachment was obtained and 
served upon a number of banks and bankers 
in the downtown district, and a lis pendens 
filed upon Mr. Morse's Fifth avenue regi- 
dence.” 

Arthur Braun, formerly Mr. Morse's sec- 
retary, said at his noma in Riverside drive 
tonight: 

“I haven't eeen Mr. Morse since last week. 
I heard some talk today—just general talk— 
that Mr. Morse had left town. I'm not con- 
nected with him any more and can’t say 
positively.” 


Missing for Week? 
Mr. Morse transacted most of his busi- 
he was put out of his banks and other busi- 
ness enterprises. For the last week, accord- 
ing to Thomas E. Wing, 22 Pine street, who 
is attorney for Receiver Hanna, he and his 
subpeena servers have been unable to find 
Mr. Morse either at his home or any other 
place. 

The last man who saw him, as far as it is 
officially known, was the lawyer who was 
formerly Mr. Morse’s counsel. This lawyer 
is reported to have said today that he saw 
Morse on Monday, and that Morse told him he 
was going to Europe for a short stay. 

Mr. Morse’s affairs have been under con- 
sideration for the last three months by the 
United States grand jury, recently continued 
im office after their protracted investigation 
of bank transactions, and also by a special 
grand jury of this county. 

As far as it is known no indictment was 
returned in any of these banking cases ex- 
cept those againet Fritz Augustus Heinze. 


‘Specific Charge Against Him. 

Receiver Hanna’s complaint against Mr. 
Morse is based on the aHegation that in Sep- 
tember and October labt he borrowed on a 
demand loan from the National Bank of 
North America, the largest bank of the Morse 
chain, a sum which, with interest, now 
amounts to $243,321. The security, if any, 
for the loan is not stated. 

The loan was made at the time when Mr. 
Morse, the Heinzes, and the Thomases were 
exceedingly busy in holding up United Cop- 
per, Consolidated Steamship, American Ice, 
Western Ice, and other securities in which 
they were interested and on which their 
banks carried loans. 

Justice Leventritt granted the attachment 
against Mr. Morse’s property this afternoon. 
The application was based on two attaeh- 
ments, one by Attorney Wing and the other 
by a process server. 

Mr. Wing's affidavit was to the effect that 
he had tried to find Mr. Morseand failed and 
had reason to believe he had gone to Europe. 

Many Banks Are Served. 

Copies of the attachment were served to- 
day on most of the banks in the financial 
district and other local financial institutions 
with interior correspondents, for it is known 
that Mr. Morse borrowed money on the se- 
curity of bank stocks and other securities in 
many out of town institutions. 

The object of the service on the banks was 
to prevent the transfer of whatever equity, if 
any, Mr. Morse may have in any of these 
loans, 

Mr. Morse’s Fifth avenue house was mort- 
gaged for $350,000 last fall. The lie pendens 
served on it is the frst lien subsequent to 
the mortgage. 

One of the other claims against him on 
which Mr. Morse may be sued is a $200,000 
note made by Cashier Wire of the National 
Bank of North America and indorsed by Mr. 
Morse. The note was cashed by the Knick- 
erbocker Trust company. 

When Mr. Morse was resisting ejection 
from his banks last fall he insisted that he 
was worth $11,000,000 over and above all his 
indebtedness, and abundantly able to pay 
every claim ageinst him on the instant. Only 
he did not want to sacrifice securities on a 
panic market, 

$155,000 Judgment Granted. 

A judgment was entered against Mr. Morse 
today by default for $155,753 in favor of 
Robert A. C. Smith, growing out of the sale 
by Mr. Morse to Mr. Smith of 500 shares of 
stock of the National Bank of North Amer- 
ica for $150,000. 

Mr. Smith stated that the sale was made 
on May 10, 1907, and as part of the agree- 
ment of the sale Mr. Morse agreed that if at 
any time within two yeare after May 3, 1907, 
Mr. Smith should not be satisfied with the 
purchase, Mr. Morse would take the stock 
back and repay Mr. Smith $150,000. 

On Oct. 28, 1907, Mr. Smith became dis- 
eatisfied and delivered the stock to Mr.

Discussing Plan 
eets Favor. 


MORE DIGNITY THE PLEA. 


Members of Bench Divided as to De- 
sirability of Change. 


Now that the state Supreme court has gone 
and done it the Cook county judiciary is up 
against the clothes proposition. As a result 
the public should not be surprised to find the 
local bench witfiin a short time occupied by 
judges garbed in flowing robes instead of 
natty business suits. 

By the same token there are signs of panic 
among the lawyers, who are wondering what 
sort of costume will be decreed to be de 
rigueur for pleaders at the bar. It is feared 
that the introduction’ of robes on the bench 
will be followed by the requirement of frock 
coats and black ties before the bar. 

The movement in thedirection of robing the 
local judiciary materialized during the day, 
following the arrival of accounts of the debut 
of the state Supreme court justices in regu- 
lation judicial duds upon the occasion of the 
dedication of their new building in Spring- 
field. It appeare that the idea originated 
not with the judges but with a number of 
prominent lawyers who have been cognigant 
for some time of the innevation to be sprung 
by the Supreme court. 


As Good for Lower Courts as Higher, 


They thought what was a good thing for 
the highest would also benefit the lower tri- 
bunals of the state. The matter was brought 
to the attention of Thomas M. Hoyne, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Bar association, with a 
request to lay it before the board of man- 
agers of that body. President Hoyne, who 
favors the idea, said that he would do so. 

The board of managers, which meets next 
Tuesday, will consider the advisability of 
sliiggesting the change to the judges. If fa- 
yorably considered a pétition embodying the 
request and signed by lawyers generally will 
be addressed to the Cook county judges. 

It ia said that a majority of the members 
of the local judicial body favor robes ag an 
enhancement of the outer dignity and maj- 
esty of the court. Some of the veterans on 
the bench, however, strongly oppose the plan. 


Waiting for Supreme Court. 

It tranepired that the matter of adopting 
robes would have been agitated in Chicago 
before this had it not been for the example 
of the Supreme court previously to the con- 
trary. Members of the bar association have 
discussed the advisability of urging the 
innovation, but the local judges have invar'- 
ably replied that it would be improper to go 
over the heads of the highest tribunal in 
setting a precedent. They thought it 
might indicate a lack of reverence if they 
were to sit in silken robes while the Supreme 
justices sat in tweed. 

But now the bars are Gown. It is argued 
that the appearance of the Circuit and Su- 
perior court judges in robes will complete 
the elevation of the dignity of the bench that 
has been taking place during the last few 
years. Time wae when a Chicago court was 
merely an office where lawyers ran in and out 
transacting judicial business without cere- 
mony or form. There was easy access to the 
person of the court, and it was not uncom- 


— a 


mon for a lawyer to stroll? tn, deposit his hat 
on the bar, and help himself to the judge's 
fine cut while a motion was presented, 
When, however, the lawyers got into the 
new courthouge they found the relations had 
grown more distant. The judge was ensconced 
upon a higher dais before a higher bar from 
which the lawyer found himeelf cut off by a 
cold and forbidding railing. Only the robes 


now are lacking to the full majesty of the, 


court. 

‘Personally I would be glad to see our 
judges garbed in robes,” said President 
Hoyne of the Bar association. “It is a 
matter that has been discussed by a large 
number of lawyers from time to time. The 
adoption of the custom by the Supreme court 
has revived the discussion, and I have been 
asked to lay the matter before the board of 
managers with a view to the association tak- 
ing the initiative.“ 

In the course of interviewing some of the 
judges it developed that the innovation may 
make its way down to the lower courts in the 
manner approved by law. From the Su- 
preme court it may pass to the Appellate 
court, and then to the Circult and Superior 
tribunals, and possibly the Municipal court. 


Returns from Seeing Robes. 

I have just returned from the function at 
Springfield,” said Appellate Judge Jesse Hol- 
dom. The Supreme court judges looked 
extremely well in their robes. There may 
have been just a trace of the débutante’s 
awkwardness in new clothes, but that will 
wear off in time. I often have thought the 
judges of the Appellate court who sit en banc 
would do well to wear judicial robes. 

Judge Kavanagh of the Superior court said 
he approved of the robing of the judiciary. 

„It adds to the dignity of the court,” he 
said, “and produces a beneficial influence on 
the judge, the lawyers, and the spectators. 
In New York all the judges in the state 
courts, from the highest to the lowest, sit ip 
robes.” 

Judge Dupuy said he disapproved of the 
custom. 

“The dignity of the court may better be 
enhanced,” he said, dy the better preser- 
vation of order and personal decorum in 
the court room. This can be done just as 
well without robes, which, moreover, would 
be a discomfort to the Judge sitting in them 
for hours at a time.

At the 
board’s meeting yesterday he broached the 
matter. He is dead in earnest, and he pro- 
tests he is as chivalrous as the next fellow, 
too. 


Pleads for the Workers. 

“TI have made a study of this situation for 
many years,” said Mr. Mills. Night after 
night I have watched these lazy women with 
their sprawling bundles march into the cars 
and take up half the seats. They seem to 
think the whole car is theirs by divine right. 
If a poor working girl, who has been worn 
to a thread by waiting on them all day, man- 
ages to get a seat it is a miracle. 

“If a laboring man, heavy and tired after 
his day’s work, doesn’t rise to give them 
his seat, supposing by any chance he hap- 
pens to have one, he is immediately regarded 
as a dolt and an idiot. 

These women ought to be driven out of 
the district before the stores close. The loop 
trains ought to be left to the working people 
after 5o’clock I don't suppose any one could 
drive the women out, though.

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SUNSHINE INWAKE 
OF LISBON STORM 


New Cabinet's „ to Re- 
store Old Monarchy” 
- Quiets Country. 


FRANOO IS IN SECLUSION. 
Correspondents Flood Capital 
City and Official Blue Pen- 
cil Is Busy. 


LISBON, Feb. 5.—The announced intention 
of the new cabinet to put an end to repression 
and restore the old liberal monarchy” 
which hab existed in Portugal for sixty years 
has had a soothing effect on the country. 


Tranquillity is reported from everywhere in 


the interior, and today Lisbon, basking in 
brilliant sunshine, seems perfectly 

Troops are less conspicuous in the streets, 
and if the day of the funerals passes without 
incident the present phase of the crisis may 
be regarded as at an end. 

The willingness of Senhor Machado, the re- 
publican leader, and the republicans gener- 
ally to acquiesce in the present situation it 
their friends are released seems to insure 
a return to less strenuous modes of political 
warfare. Another upheaval in the near fu- 
ture is considered practically impossible. 


Interest in Franco. 


Interest is shown in Franco’s whereabouts. 
The aroma centers about him, but he remains 
in seclusion, seemingly crughed in spirit. 
He declines to see correspondents, to offer a 
defense for his policy, or explain his down- 
fall, or his decision to retire from the polit- 
ical arena. His elimination is regretted by 
the commercial classes and foreign elements, 
who are convinced that his sole object was 
the good of the country. 

The young king believed in Franco. The 
day after the tragedy, while unbosoming 
himself to a lifelong friend, he said: “I 
intend to retain Franco. He was my father’s 
friend and shall be mine.“ 

It is well known, however, that the dow- 
ager queen has always been hostile to the 
former premier, and latterly Queen Amelie 
shared the view that the dictatorship had 
been carried tco far. She is said to have 
remonstrated with him that it might end ina 
tragedy, and invoked him in behalf of a mild- 
er course in memory of what her own family 
had suffered in France. 


Former Premier Scored by Queen. 

On the day of the assassinations, amid the 
confusion of that memorable scene in the 
arsenal quadrangle, where the royal carriage 
took refuge, when beside herself with grief, 
she turned on Franco and cried: ‘* This is 
what your work has done!" 

Reconciliation of these utterances with the 
influences represented is believed to furnish 
the key to the secret of Franco’s downfall. 

The young sovereign’s personality is de- 
scribed as winning. As a lad he displayed 
manly traits. He had considerable artistic 
talent, especially for music, and, Ike his 
father, was fond of outdoor sports, such as 
tennis, riding. and shooting. He was reared 
with great care by the devoted queen, who 
took. the warmest interest in the education of 
the princes, both of whom spoke English, 
French, Spanish, and Italian perfectly. 


Princes Called Ideal Youths. 

The king's tutor sings the praises of the 
king and his dead brother. 

“They were ideal young men,“ he said, 
and then told an anecdote illustrative of the 
king’s gentle nature. 

As the prince he had always spoken of the 
queen as her majesty.”’ One day, however, 
he used the term mother,“ then he turned 
to the tutor and said: “I think I like the 
word ‘mother’ best. I read last night that 
the queen was lost in the wife, the wife in 
the mother.“ 

It will be interesting to Americans to know 
that King Manuel is fond of America and 
Americans. In 1804 he was appointed a 
naval apprentice, and the American squad- 
ron, under Rear Admiral Barker, then at the 
Azores, hastened its arrival a few days 
at the request of the American minister to be 
present at the ceremony. The prince was 
overjoyed at the courtesy, and when speak- 
ing to the minister since seldom falled to 
recall the delight and pleasure he had at the 
presence of the American officers. 


Funeral Plans Near End. 

Preparations for the funeral of the dead 
king and crown prince are rapidly nearing 
completion. Minister Bryan has received the 
appointment of a special American envoy. 
He has transmitted the resolution of sympa- 
thy adopted by the American senate to For- 
eign Minister Lima, who was touched by the 
appreciative form of the condolence. 

Newspaper correspondents from London, 
Paris, and Berlin are flocking into Lisbon. 
They seem disappointed at finding that the 
country is not in the throes of a revolution. 
The outgoing telegraph lines already are 
swamped and there are many delays incident 
to the flood of messages. Increased precau- 
tions have been taken by the authorities to 
prevent the spread of false or alarming re- 
ports. Both commercial and press telegrams 
are examined to see that they conform tothe 
regulations forbidding the transmission of 
anything inimical to public security or irrev- 
erent to the royal family. 


Parliament Prisoners to Go Free. 


The commission appointed under the dicta- 
torship to replace the elected municipality 
officials has resigned. Franco’s father was 
attacked by a mob in the street today. 

The king has signed three decrees. One 
of these repeals the decrees issued by Franco. 
which restricted the freedom of the press; 
another repeals a decree issued Jan. 31, 
which suspended the privilege of immunity 
from prosecution of members of the parlia- 
ment and extended the powers of the crim- 
inal examining judges. The members of par- 
lament now under arrest will be liberated. 


Oporto Revolt Quickly Squelched. 

MADRID, Feb. 5.—A special dispatch re- 
ceived here from Lisbon states that the rev- 
olutionaries in Oporto made a sudden and 
determined attack on the city hall today, 
taking the municipal guard by surprise and 
forcing an entrance. They then hoisted the 
red flag on the big tower. Their triumph was 
short lived, as reinforcements of police soon 
arrived, drove them out, and tore down their 
banner. Many were wounded. 


Four British Ships at Lagos. 
LAGOS, Portugal, Feb. 5.—Four British 
cruisers arrived here today and are an- 
chored in the harbor. 


PLEA TO FREE GEN. STOESSEL. 


Counsel for Officer Declares That Not 
Until It Was Inevitable Did

Captured Last July, While Bearing 
Sultan’s Gifts to the Outlaw. 


TANGIER, Feb. 5.—Cald Sir Harry Mac- 
Lean, who has been in the hands of the 
bandit Raisuli for the last seven months, is 
now within four hours’ ride of Tangier and 
probably will be released tomorrow, 

The British government finally has suc- 
ceeded in bringing the negotiations with Ral- 
suli to a close and in return for the release | 
of Caid MacLean will pay $100,000 to Raisull 
and guarantee him protection and immunity. 


Carried Gifts to Bandit. 

Cald MacLean was captured July 2, 1907. 
While serving as adviser to the sultan Mac- 
Lean had been urging Raisuli to acknowl- 
edge the authority of the ruler of Morocco 
and ive peaceably. Raisuli assumed a will- 
ingness to comply with the request and Mac- 
Lean was sent by the sultan with gifte for 
the bandit. 

Horses, tents, and other property likely to 
appeal to the cunning bandit were taken by 
MacLean and he started for the stronghold 
of the man who had caused such trouble for 
the M can ruler. Though the kidnaping 
of Ian’ Perdicaris, who was released after a 
peremptory telegram from Secretary Root, 
and Harris, a London Times co t, 
was still fresh in his mind, MacLean had no 
fear of a similar fate, as it wag believed that 
this time Raisuli really intended to be good. 

MacLean felt complimented when with 
seeming military courtesy Raisuli sent fifteen 
of his men to meet the sultan’s representa- 
tive and bearer of gifts and be a bodyguard 
escorting him to Rouina. MacLean was ush- 


once told that instead of an honored guest he 
was to be a prisoner. Raisuli accepted the 
gifts borne to him by Caid MacLean, said 
they were fine and just what he wanted, but 
before MacLean should return to Tangier 
more valuable gifts should be forthcoming. 
To the sultan the wily bandit sent these de- 
mands: 

1. That Raisuli’s house at Zinat be rebuilt. 

2. That an indemnity of 100,000 douros 
[about $200,000] be paid to him. 

. That he be reappointed governor of Tan- 
gier and of Fahs and be made commandant of 
police. + 


Kidnaping Angers England. 

MacLean still being a British subject, the 
kidnaping caused a sensation in England. 
Scotland, the Caid’s native country, raised 
a cry at once and John Bull proceeded to 
bring about Sir Harry's release. Threats 
had no effect.. Pleadings did no better and 
promises were unavailing. Raisuli liked Caid 
MacLean's company and could not be induced 
to let him go without he had gold to jingle 
in his purse. 

Caid MacLean was taken to Elkmes, in the 
heart of a wild mountain district, three days’ 
march from Tangier. He has been well 
treated and was allowed to write for his 
baggage to make himself comfortable. 

Announcement has been made several times 
that MacLean was to be released. In October 
it was said in a telegram from Rabat, Mo- 
rocco, that negotiations had been completed. 
It was announced that the release was to 
result from an interview between M. Reg- 
nault, the French minister, and Abd-el-Krim 
Ben Sliman, former minister of foreign 
affairs of Morocco. All that time it was 
said that Raisuli had withdrawn all of the 
conditions imposed except $150,000 ransom, 
which Abd-el-Krim Ben Sliman agreed to 
order paid over to the bandit. 


3 CUBAN PLOTTERS CONVICTED. 


Equal Number Acquitted of Charge of 
Attempted Massacre of Ameri- 
cans on Island. 


HAVANA, Feb. 5.—The Audiencia court 
rendered a verdict in the case of the six men 
indicted last September on the charge of 
attempting to subvert the provisional gov- 
ernment and massacre or drive out the Amer- 
icans from Cuba. Masso Parra, José Vila, 
and Gabriel Guerra were convicted and sen- 
tenced to thirty-nine months’ imprisonment. 
Lara Miret and two others were acquitted. 
An appeal will be taken to the Supreme 
court. 


COUPLE TELL OF BEING LEFT 
46 MILES FROM CIVILIZATION. 


Mr. and Mrs Samuel Konstedter Sue 
Railroad for Leaving Them Without 


Baggage 


In a court suit now on trial Mr. and Mrs. 
Samuel Konstedter say’ the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad dropped them at a 
mile post in Idaho “ forty-six miles from 
civilization ’’’ without thelr baggage. As a 
result they have presented a bill for $79.94, 
which they declare was paid for clothes, 
hotel bills, telegrams, property lost and de- 
stroyed. 

Mr. and Mrs. Konstedter left last June for 
a visit to Yellowstone National park. They 
left. the train where they say the conductor 
told them was their destination. Their 
trunks went on. According to Mr. Kon- 
stedter’s testimony yesterday there were no 
houses except a few small huts. A coachman 
passed, who said that he did not know that 
the milestone marked a station. Finally, 
after’much trouble, they reached the park. 

On their return they stopped at the mile 
post and discovered their baggage. They 
said that there was no station agent there 
and no one to care for their property. Mu- 
nicipal Judge Cottrell is hearing the case.

Only Four Witnesses Examined. 

Only four witnesses were examined, They 
were the countess of Yarmouth herself, her 
maid, a doctor appointed by the court, and 
an American lawyer who proved the mar- 
riage. The countess gave evidence in support 


of her allegation that the marriage had never 


been consummated, and the maid testified 
the earl and the countess had not been living 
as man and wife. 

According to the . of the doctor. 
the earl of Yarmouth was capable of con- 
summating the marriage, but counsel for the 
plaintif? contended that this did not affect 
the allegation that the marriage had not 
been consummated, and he pointed out to 
the judge that it was within the discretion of 
the court to annul the marriage if it was 
proved that it had not been consummated. 

The lawyer for the earl of Yarmouth satis- 
fied himself with pointing out that the evi- 
dence of the doctor removed any stigma 
placed upon the earl by the evidence of the 
plaintiff, and that there was no grounds 
3 which the countess could have sued for 

vorce, 


No Mention of Settlement. 

No mention was made of a marriage set- 
tlement, and it was learned from an au- 
thoritative source that the question of re- 
vising the settlement has not. heen discussed 
by the principals, or their solicitors, and that 
it is not likely to be discussed. 

The brevity of the proceedings came as a 
surprise to everybody except those engaged 
on the case. That the hearing should be 
short was arranged when the application was 
made last week ard the trial set for today, 
counsel then undertaking not to occupy more 
than one hour of the judge's time. The fact 
that at a council of the family of the earl of 
Yarmouth it was decided not to defend the 
action of the countess made this possible. 


Proved Unhappy Union. 

It has been well known for two years that

The earl’s companions and his 
manner of living, it was said, were such that 
he could not give his wife the place in society 
which she had a right to expect. She supplied 
large sums of money to defray her husband's 
extravagances and her friends say that she 
has conducted herself with dignity through- 
out the troubles resulting from this unhappy 
umon and the difficulties of her brother, 
Harry Kendall Thaw. 
The Hertford family, the head of which is 
the marquis of Hertford, whose heir the eari 
of Yarmouth is, is one of the oldest and 
proudest of the British nobility. The mar- 
chioness of Hertford stood by her daughter- 
in-law throughout her troubles and exerted 
herself to reconcile the couple, but in vain. 
The family of the earl is much distressed at 
the notoriety brought upon it ag a result of 
the action taken by the countess. 


THAWS TO LEAVE PITTSBURG. 

Pittsburg, Pa.,F'eb.5.—[(Special.]—Pittsburg 
is no longer to be the home of the Thaw fam- 
ily. Action is being taken to sever all con- 
nections with this city, financial and sdcial. 
This was announced authoritatively today 
after the result of the Yarmouth divorce 
suit was made known.

COUNTY OPTION BILL PASSED;

Experts Favor Automatic Plan. 


Senator Allison of Iowa, the greatest au- 
thority in the country on tariff and finance; 
Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island, chairman 
of the senate committee on finance; Speaker 
Cannon. Chairman Payne of the house com- 
mittee on ways end means, and Mr. Dalzell 
of. Pennsylvania, who ranks second on that 
committee, are now all committed to the max- 
imum and minimum tariff idea. 

Their lead is being followed y other re- 
publican experts, and the result is there 
is now a general understanding that this 
radical reform shall be put into operation 
| whenever a revision of the tariff is under- 
taken by a republican administration. 

To accomplish such a thing as this means 
painstaking legislation such as nobody except 
congress could possibly be fitted to perform. 
For this reason, if for no other, the idea 
of a tariff commission, which was tried long 
ago—when it failed utterly—will be given 
no consideration. 

Many people forget that the tariff law has 
some other function besides protecting the 
American laborer and manufacturer. The 
question of revenue must always be taken 
into consideration. 

When the democrats reduced the tariff in 
1804 they were forced to resort to an income 
tax to secure the necessary revenue, and 
when that tax was declared unconstitutional 
Uncle Sam was without money to run his 
machine; and had to issue jonds in time of 
peace, a proceeding which cost the democrats 
their control of congress. 


Revenue Must Be Considered. 


The revenue and the protective system are 
so closely related that one cannot be con- 
sidered without the other. The constitution 
wisely conferred upon the house of represen- 
tatives the sole power to originate all bills 
raising regenue. 

The result is that they must necessarily 
be considered piecémeal; first of all in the 
ways and means committee, then in the 
house itself; thirdly, by a finance committee 
of the senate, and, en by the senate 
itself. 

Finally, a conference N represent- 
ing the two houses must adjust all the differ- 
ences, and, last of all, the bill must be ap- 
proved by the president of the United States. 

This machinery is so complete, and any 
tariff bill receives public scrutiny at so many 
stages that, as a matter of course, a tariff 
commission necessarily, would be without 
power and practically without Influence. 

It would be nothing more at best than a 
collection of clerical experts, and these are 
already in the employ of the government 
and are always called upon when the tariff 
is to be revised, no matter which ‘political 
party may have the work to do. 


Nonpartisan Board Impossible. 

A strictly nonpartisan tariff commission is 
an impossibility, because it necessarily ig- 
nores free traders, who do not believe in a 
tariff for anything except a revenue, a the- 
ory with which the tariff commission, on a 
protective basis, could not possibly operate, 

There will be no tariff commission, but 
there will be steps taken early next winter 
by the ways and means committee of the 
house and the finance committee of the sen- 
ate for a general revision of rates, and for 
the creation of a new and more scientific 
tariff on a modern maximum and minimum 
basis. 


BEVERIDGE URGES TARIFF BOARD. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—Senator Bever- 
idge of Indiana today addressed the senate 
in advocacy of his bill to create a permanent 
tariff commission. The senator was ac- 
corded a careful hearing by both the repub- 
lican and democratic sides of the chamber, 
and also by the crowded galleries. 

In the galleries several sections had been 
reserved for members of commercial and 
manufacturing bodies here to promote the 
interests of Mr. Beveridge’s bill. 

Mr. Beveridge said: 

The tariff is fixed by facts; how to get at 
these facts is the first question in the whole 
tariff problem. Common sense and experi- 
ence answer that question; we should create 
a body of experts to find out the facts. 

This bill seeks to create a commission to 
find out the facts upon which congress builds 
a tariff and to make a classification of arti- 
cles. to which congress can plainly and accu- 
rately fix customs duties. 

„By this bill the commission itself is not 
allowed to fix duties or even to suggest any 
rate. The fixing of dutiee is left to congress. 

“The want of classifications of our tariff 
is as bad as the want of facts. Nearly all 
our tariff classifications are more than a 
generation old. This is because each time 
the tariff hae been revised the committees 
have taken the language of the old classifica- 
tions. é 

How did Germany make her tariff classi- 
fications so agen: ee simpler, and more 
accurate than ours? By the common sense 
plan of having an expert commission ar- 
range these classifications. 

Foreign markets gave Germany her in- 
dustrial prosperity. 

„We must have more foreign trade. We 
must open foreign markets to our cattle, 
which are now kept out of those markets. 

We must have a maximum and minimum 
tariff, the first to apply to all nations that 
will not give our producers speciai favors in 
their markets, and the last to apply to those 
nations that will give our producers favors in 
their markets.” 


BILL TO AID LABOR UNIONS..

Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—Representative 
O'Connell of Massachusetts introduced a bill 
today to amend the act entitled “ The inter- 
state commerce law, and to enlarge the pow- 
ers of the interstate commerce commission,” 
approved June 30, 1906, as follows: 

“That nothing contained in the act shall 
be so understood or construed as to apply to 
trade unions or any labor organizations 
formed to regulate wages, hours of labor, or 
other conditions under which labor is to be

WOMEN ATTACK GIRLS’ HOMES 


Mrs. G. Bass Says State Does Not 
Take Problem Seriously. 


DRAWS A DARK PICTURE. 


Declares Evanston School Wrecked by 
Desire for Private Gain. 


A dark picture of the treatment of depend- 
ent girls by the state of Illinois was drawn 
yesterday by speakers at the meeting of the 
Chicago Woman's club. 

I have mo hesitation in saying,” said 
Mrs. Charles Henrotin, that there is not an 
institution in the state of Illinois where de- 
pendent girls are kept that is properly man- 
aged. They are all conducted on a plan that 
is long since out of date—the prison plan.“ 

Prof. Graham Taylor followed Mrs. Hen- 
rotin with a brief address in which he con- 
demned without reserve the present sys 
tem off management at the John Worthy 
school for boys. His remarks were followed 
by a series of rapid fire questions from the 
floor. Then Mrs. George Bass got to her feet. 

We have an example right here of our 
whole difficulty,’’ she said with some heat. 
“We, in Chicago and Illinois, have never 
taken our girl problem seriously. It is time 
we took ani interest in them. 

There just one place in Illinois where a 
dependent girl can be cared for, and that is 
our broken down institution out there in 
Hvanston. For the boy there are many 
places. Ien't the girl just as integrally a 
citizen of the state as the boy? Why have 
you absolutely forgotten the girl?’ 


Why Evanston School Failed. 

Mrs. Bass confirmed the announcement 
made last Sunday in THe TRIBUNE that the 
managers of the IIlinois Industrial Schoo! 
for Girls in Evanston are contemplating the 
possibility of abandoning the institution. 

“The Evanston school, she said, “ came 
to wreek because, as was shown by an in- 
vestigation some time ago, it was used for 
private gain instead of as a public trust. It 
is entirely without funds, its property is 
mortgaged, and there is a steady loss per 
month in the expenses of maintenance, 

“Tt is possible that in thé near future the 
school may have to be given up. The plan 
for cottages at Park Ridge is only a dream. 
Or, it may have to be turned into a private 
inetitution. Then the care of the dependent 
girls of the state will be up to the legislature. 
I would Uke to beg of the Chicago Woman's 
club to let the boy problem alone for awhile.” 

It was announced that the club probably 
will donate to the home funds for one of the 
cottages planned for the institution’s site at 
Park Ridge. Funde for two of these already 
havé been promised. 


Attack John Worthy Home. 


Prof. Taylor's reference to the John Wor- 
thy school was made in no uncertain terms. 

“The Worthy school makes one ashamed 
to come back to Lllinois,”’ he said. ‘' The 
Union League club, the judges of Chicago, 
end other men are getting in line, and I hope 
there will be an upheaval soon.“

One hundred and fifty men were shipped 
from The Tribune emergency lodging house 
early yesterday morning to work with the 
snow fighters on the Northwestern railroad 
ten miles out of the city. This is in addi- 
tion to the 133 men who were roused up at 
midnight on Tuesday and sent out on the 
same call. 

As a consequence only 350 men took shelter 
in the lodging house last night, but Supt. 
Alexander Cleland expects that the usual 
quota of 600 men will be reached again ina 
day or two, or as soon as the snow storm 
which has supplied much needed work is 
gone. 

The men who went out Tuesday night will 
be paid today. They receive 15 cents an hour 
and their food. This extra dollar or two will 
go far toward supplying shoes to the men. 


Generous Gifts of Shoes. 

Most of them lack shoes as well as caps that 
are fit to stand the siege of cold weather 
This condition was relieved yesterday by 
presents of more than 100 pairs of shoes from 
Selz, Schwab & Co. and the Smith Shoe com- 
pany. The Selz-Schwab company, through 
President Morris Selz;“sent a box of shoes 
invoiced at $102, marked Paid.“ Mr. 8213 
expressed the hope that they would be found 
useful in the charitable work being carried on 
by Tue TRIBUNE. Supt. Cleland devised a 
merit system for the distrihution of the 
shoes. A pair is to be given to each man that 
works three days or more in cleaning snow 
from the streets. 


Lift from Coroner and Staff.

FLEES TO EUROPE 


(Comtinued from first page.) 
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Morse, who accepted it and gave his note for 
the amount. 

Mr. Smith brought suit against Mr. Morse 
for $156,011 due him on Jan. 8, which. with 
the interest and costs, amounts of $155,753, 
the amount for which judgment was given. 


Career Ends in Crash. 

Troubles have been piling thick and fast 
on Morse ever since last October. He was 
involved in the unsuccessful corner in United 
Copper stock, engineered by F. Augustus 
Heinze, which marked the beginning of the 
panic. 

When the corner went to pieces and United 
Copper stock came crashing dow, it was re- 
ported that Mr. Morse had sold out the other 
members of the pool and had caused the 
siump. 

As the stock and bonds of the Consolidated 
Steamship company—the latest and greatest 
Morse undertaking—also declined with sen- 
sational rapidity when the corner failed, it 
is a question just what part the Morse trans- 
actions played in the affair. The failures of 
Otto Heinze & Co. and of Gross & Kleeberg 
were soon announced. 

Then followed in quick succession the resig- 
nations of Morse from ali the banking insti- 
tutions with which he was connected, the 
failure of the Knickerbocker Trust com- 
pany, the closing of the Hamilton bank and 
half a score of small Brooklyn and Harlem 
institutions, the forced withdrawal of Ed- 
ward R. Thomas and Orlando F. Thomas 
from the banking field, the suicide of Charles 
L. Barney, and the spread of the panic over 
the United States and the civilized world. 


orse Banks Go Under. 

With the subsidence of the panic the weak- 
ness of the so-called Morse banks became 
apparent, and this culminated recently in 
the suspension of the National Bank of North 
America and the New Amsterdam National 
bank, which were looked upon as the two 
most important Morse institutions. 

Then followed the receivership for the 
Consolidated Steamship company and sev- 
eral of ite subsidiaries. 

Mr. Morse and the late Charles L. Barney 
organized the American Ice company ten 
years ago, and Mr. Morse first came into 
prominence in connection with this company.

To the Victor’ Doctrine Wash- 
ington’s, Mayor Reyburn Says. 


QUAKER CITY TO FOLLOW IT. 


City Officials Must Live Up to Principle, 
Philadelphian Announces. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 5.— [Special. 
Mayor John Reyburn, former congressman, 
whose criticisms of the civil service reform 
system have been frequent and emphatic 
announced today that to George Washington 
rather than to Andrew Jackson should be 
ascribéd the honor of having originated and 
carried out the politica] principle involved in 
the dictum that to the victor belongs the 
spolls.’’ The mayor at the same time pro- 
claimed himself an unflinching adherent of 
the Washington doctrine as he expounded It. 


How He Made Discovery 


Mayor Reyburn had before him the elev- 
enth volume of Sparks’ writings of Washing- 
ton. He had discovered the work after much 
research. He announced that the unterrifiec 
democracy had too long been allowed to boast 
the Jacksonian origin of the spoils system. 

Washington also declared himself opposed 
to the appointment to office of a man who 
had been rejected by the people at a popular 
election. 

Said the mayor: “I have pretty good 
company in being against these new fangled 
civil service ideas. What. was good enough 
for George Washington is good enough for 
me. Jackson was all right, but the doctrine 
attributed to him was believed in and prac- 
ticed long before he was lnaugurated.“ 


Reform Law Attacked. 


After having thus established the doctrine 
in its pristine simplicity he announced that 
city officials must live wp to it. He madea 
start by ordering Ellas Abrams, highway 
commissioner, whose holding at the same 
time of a position in the municipal service 
and one in the party organization is alleged 
to be in violation of the Shern reform law, to 
fight the law by offering himself as a goat or 
quit his job.

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NO DINNER WITHOUT A MAN 
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Jury Decides Women Must Have 
Escorts in New York Hotels. 


SUFFRAGIST LOSES A SUIT. 


Mrs. Blatch, Refused Meal by Hoffman 
House, Now Declares War. 


New York, Feb. 5.—[{Bpecial.J—“ I tend 
to fight hotels that impose indignities on re- 
spectable women by denying to them the 
privilege of eating in their public dining 
rooms and ejecting them when they are un- 
pe N- by escorts if it takes thou- 
sands. I will keep on appealing thie case as 
far as it can go.“ 

This declaration was made by Mrs. Harriet 
Stanton Blatch, a noted clubwoman and 
suffragist, when a jury in the Twelfth Dis- 
trict Municipal court decided againet her to- 
day in her suit for §500 damages against the 
Hoffman house for ejecting her and Mrs. 
Mary Graham from the roof garden of the 
hotel on the evening of July 12 last. 


’ Verdict in Six Minutes. 

It took the jury of six men just ten minutes 
to decide in favor of the Hoffman house and 
impose all the costs on Mrs. Blatch, Fifteen 
clubwomen, who had accompanied the plain- 
tiff to Justice Spiegelberg’s court, applauded 
Mrs. Blatch's determination to fight the case 
through every available court. " 

Mrs. Blatoh testified that she and Mrs. 
Graham had gone to the Hoffman house be- 
tween 6 and 7 o'clock on the evening of July 
12. They no sooner had taken seats in the 
roof garden, she sald, than they were con- 
fronted by Charles Weil, a head waiter, who 
informed them that women without escorts 
were not allowed there. 

He ordered us out,.“ said Mrs. Blatch, in- 
dignantly. She said she complained to the 
management of the Hoffman house, but ob- 
tained no satisfaction. Mrs. Graham cor- 
roborated Mrs. Blatch, and declared that on 
several occasions she had taken dinner at 
hotels after 6 o'clock without an escort. 

J. D. Caddagan, proprietor of the Hoffman 
house, testified that there was a dining room 
in the hotel in which women were allowed 
in the evening without escorts, but the rules 
barred unesgorted women from the roof gar- 


Found Such Rule Necessary. 


“T dave been forty years in the hotel bust- 
ness, Mr. OCaddagan said, and I have 
found such regulation necessary regarding 
unescorted women for the protection of the 
hotel.“ 

Weil, the head waiter, testified that he had 
informed Mrs. Blatch that there was another 
dining room downstairs where she could go 
without an escort, whereupon she replied: 

“You refuse use here? Well, that’s whet 
we want to find out. We will sue you now.” 

Asked what part In the discussion Mrs. 
Graham took the witness said: 

She didn’t say anything. She was HMke a 
tall tacked toa dragon. 

Weil was reprimanded by the judge for his 
characterization. 

The court in charging the jury said they 
should decide the case on whether the women 
went to the hotel with the intention of rais- 
ing à question of women’s rights or whether 
they went there to dine. 0 

The fact that a dining room was open to 
women on a lower floor if they really were 
hungry, no doubt, influenced the verdict.

Springfield, III., Feb. 5.—[{Special.]—The 
notice posted in the corridor of the new 
Supreme court building bidding attorneys 
appearing before the court to do so in frock 
coats lasted less than twenty-four hours. 

It disappeared today, and the judges 
disayow it. At the same time they disclaim 
all intention*of having it appear that Clerk 
Chris Mamer acted on his own responsibil- 
ity in posting it, and there is no intention 
of charging that it was a part of the arch- 
itect’s plans for interior decoration.

$500,000 BLAZE IN PEORIA; 
3 FIREMEN REPORTEDLOST. 


Crossed Electric Wires Believed to Have 
Started Fire Which Threatened the 
City’s Business Center. 


Peoria, III., Feb. 6, 2 a m.—[Special.]— 
Fanned by a strong breeze, a fire which start- 
ed in the Watson building in South Adams 
street, the city’s principal business section, 
at 10 o'clock last night destroyed one four 
story, one three story, and half a dozen two 
story buildings, causing damage estimated 
at $500,000.

The Schliecher build- 
ing, all three floors ef which were occupied 
by Schleicher & Son, furniture dealers, was 
the last building to catch and the flames 
stopped there.

"Every superintendent strives to reduce 
to a minimum the per capita cost of feeding 
his charges,” said Mr. Hill. “ At the same 
time when the figures are analyzed it is 
found a considerable part of the cost goes to 
maintaining the superintendents and their 
entourage, the physicians and their assist- 
ants, the employés, and so on. Ags these all 
Mve much better than the patients, the part 
set aside for the latter is often totally inade- 
quate.”’ a

WOULD LET FANS FIX PAY. 


Tommy Offers to Submit Dispute with 
Dreyfuss ,to Committee, 


Cleveland, O., Feb. 5.—[Special.J—Using a 
more dignified substitute for the short and 
ugly word, Tommy Leach, the star outfielder 
of the Pittsburg Pirates, who is balking 
against signing the contract Barney Drey- 
fuss offered him a week ago in Pittsburg, to- 
night refuted Dreyfuss’ declaration that 
Leach came to him uninvited and made a 
proposition for a salary which Dreyfuss re- 
fused to entertain. 

Leach also offered to submit his salary 
grievance to the arbitration of three Pitts- 
burg business men, agreeing to abide by their 
decision as to what he is entitled to in the 
way of wages for 1908. 

“I see Dreyfuss has had his little say about 
offering me a 15 per cent raise when he 
had indignantly scorned the figures in 
the contract I. suggested. Now, I'll say some- 
thing, said Tommy, whose chance to manage the 
Cincinnati team at his own figure was spoiled by 
Dreyfuss’ insistence on three Red stars in trade. 

He says 1 came uninvited to talk contract. 
He wrote and asked for a conference Jan. 22, but 
I was busy aud offered to come a week later. 
When I went Secretary Locke and Dreyfuss offered 
me a contract, naming a 15 per cent raise, and 
asked me what 1 thought of it. I simply said: 
‘If that is the best you can do, Mr. Dreyfuss, I 
cannot talk business. Good day.’ 

“ This did not please him, and, as I left, he de- 
clared I'd sign that contract then and there or 
sign none. He declared, too, that if I had landed 
the Cincinnati job I couldn’t have got more than 
$5,000, thereby putting that value on my services. 
Now, I will name my proposal to a committee 
of three Pittsburg business men, one named by 
me, another by Dreyfuss, and à third by those 
two, and leave it all to them.

When re were sounded a little after

Ot the trip itself to Rio—the mere sailing 
of there is not much to record. It was 
done in squadron formation—two lines of 
warships, with the supply ships Glazier and 
Culgoa bringing up the rear midway be- 
tween the lines. 

For six days off the upper part of South 
America there was a heavy swell and a 
strong Amazon current, running as high as 
from twenty-five to thirty knots a day. It 
retafied the progress of the ships to some 
extent. 

One day the swells were so heavy as to 
make the sea moderately rough. Every ship 
im the fleet buried its nose under the water 
constantly and sometimes the seas would 
slip up the sloping fronts of the turrets and 
splash their spray against the bridges. 

The sun was bright, and as these seas 
would come over the bow and spread their 
aprons of water over the forward parts of 
the ships, the colors would change from blue 
to green, with white fringes, and then the 
sun would arch rainbows over the boiling 
torrents that would run from the sides ae 
the ships rose to the tops of the waves. 

The sea was tossing and tumbling far out to 
the horizon circle, and ae the ships dipped 
and rose they seemed Ike veritable war- 
horses of the sea rearing and plunging in 
royal sport. It was a beautiful spectacle, 
and it lasted all of one day. . 


Rescue Mission Fails 


Soon efter rounding the far eastern cor- 
ner of South America there came a littis 
comedy. The Illinois had dropped out of 
column formation to adjust some trifling dis- 
arrangement of machinery and some one 
on it thought he saw a raft to the eastward 
with two men clinging to It. 

Those in charge were evidently new to this 
coast and did not recall that fishermen of 
the Amazon region often sail 150 to 200 miles 
out to sea in the small catamarans that look 
more Hke logs or rafts than fishing vesseis. 
A signal was sent to the Culgoa. 

The fleet — no information at this time 
as to why the Culgoa suddenly dropped out 
of column and headed to the east and then 
to the north until it was nearly hulidown. 

Soon it became known that it Was bent on 
a rescue and the correspondents got out their 
notebooks and began to prepare to make 
much of the incident. 

After two hours the Culgoa was back in 
its place with what seemed to be a sheepish 
look to those famillar with the situation. 
It had found two men on a raft—that 1s to 
say, on a catamaran—and they were fish- 
ing and seemed content with their station 
in Ute and especially honored because a naval! 
vessel of the United States had gone out of 
its way to greet them. The intention was 
all right and good form did not permit tne 
bantering of any humorous personalities on 
the situation.

PUBLIC PRINTER SUSPENDED 
DURING PROBE OF OFFICE. 


W. 8. Rossiter Temporarily in Charge— 
Labor Unions Charge Stillings with 
Violating Eight Hour Law. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 6.—President 
Roosevelt today temporarily suspended as 
public printer Charles A. Stillings, and ap- 
pointed William 8. Rossiter temporarily to 
that office. The action, as explained official- 
ly, is to facilitate the investigation now be- 
ing made of the government printing office 
by congress. Mr. Rossiter is chief clerk of 
the census office. 

The president discussed the investigation at 
length with Representative Landis of Indi- 
ana, chairman of the house committee on 
printing. The report made by Dr. G. C. Hav- 
enner, at the suggestion of the president, 
which says the price of government printing 
has greatly increased under Public Printer 
Stillings’ administration, will be sent to con- 
gress for the pee of Mr. Landis’ committee. 

Chairman Landis stated that Mr. Stillings’ 
suspension had been ordered on the recom- 
mendation of the committee, but that it was 
only temporary, and a statement issued by 
the congressional printing investigation com- 
mission asks that the public withhold judg- 
ment until the inquiry is completed. 

The president in a letter to Chairman Lan- | 
dis said he believed the information so 
important that there should be a written reo- 
ord thereof. 

Tou inform me that your committee has 
discovered circumstances in connection with 
the printing office, notably of expenditures 
for furniture and purchase of supplies, which 
make you feel there is great irregularity 
therein, runs the letter. You also believe 
the present audit system serves to shield 


these irregularities and that the persons in 
charge of this system exert an improper in- 


fluence not merely on the purchase of sup- 
plies for the government printing office but 
in the management of the office. And you 
say the subcommittee feels it cannot make a 
satisfactory investigation of the office while 
Mr. Stillings and the persons in charge of the 
audit system are in the office, and request 
that I suspend Mr. Stillings pending investi- 
gation, and also suspend the execution of the 
contract made under the audit system. 1 
have accordingly tenjporarily suspended Mr. 
Stillings and shall put Mr. Rossiter in his 
place, directing him. to coiperate in every 
way with your committee and report to me.” 

As the president's action in suspending Mr. 
Stillings was being announced, a committee 
of labor leaders called at the White house 


and presented resolutions charging Mr. 
Stillings with violations of the eight hour 
law in the government printing office. 
Resolutions. by labor organizations in 
various cities charging violation in the office 
of the eight hour law, discrimination against 
veteran soldiers and the widows of soldiers, 
and violation of the civil service law have 
been submitted to congress and the president.

There will be no opposition on the part 
of eastern banks to the broadening of the 
basis for a temporary note issue.

commercial paper. They’ remember, what 
many westerners do not, that the wildcat

It has been arguéd that while the fed- 

eral officials at Washington could tell im- 
mediately whether the bonds deposited by 
banks which wished to take out an emer- 
gency circulation were safe, they would 
know nothing about the merits of com- 
mercial paper. THE TRIBUNE correspond- 
ent says it has been suggested that those 
federal officials might utilize the subtreas- 
ury, clearing houses, and other agencies 
to obtain information. In this day of tele- 
graphs and long distance telephones it 
would not take long to find out all about 
the commercial paper which a Chicago, 
St. Louis, or Minneapolis bank wished to : 
d it. 
There may be some ignorance in Wash- 
ington as to the high standing of the 
commercial paper of the great mercantile 
and manufacturing houses of Qhicago. 
There is no such ignorance in the west. 
The people of this section would just as 
soon take emergency notes based on it as 
notes babed on the bonds of New York 
or Boston, or on the evidences of indebt- 
‘edness of small municipalities they never 
heard of. They accepted without demur 
the check currency issued in Chicago dur- 
ing the panic, and they have no fear of 
notes backed up by the same kind of se- 
eurities that were behind the checks. 

But the western people will not get 
emergency notes based on approved com- 
mercial paper, and hence will not get 
immediate relief in the event of a severe 
ecurreney strinzency unless they bestir 
themselves. They should jointly and sev- 
erally address themselves to their con- 
gressmen and let them know that their 
constituents would like to have the Al- 
drich bill broadened and strengthened. 


LOOP CONGESTION. 

The presidents of the-elevated roads 
say they would like to see the loop less 
congested. So would the people who use 
the roads. If trains be got around 
the loop with greater rapidity the com- 
panies would do more business and earn 
more money, and the public. would get 
better service. 

After months of profohnd meditation 
the presidents‘ can think of only one pal- 
liative for loop conditions. That is the old 
one—the lengthening of the station plat- 
forms so that two trains can load. and 
unload at the same time. Their in- 
ventive ingenuity cannot get beyond this 
relief measure. It appeals to them, for it 
would not cost much and would not call 
for any change in methods of operating. 

There is another remedy of whose util- 
ity the patrons of the road are convinced. 
That is through routing. That would 
lessen the pressure on the loop so much 
that trains would be enabled to make bet- 
ter time around it and more cars could be 
put in service than at present. But the 
presidents hoot at this project. They say 
it would be impracticable. Their ulti- 
matum is “nothing but lengthened plat- 
forms.“ 

Yet if the roads were to be consoli- 

dated through routing would be about the 
first change in operating methods that 
would be introduced. Why, then, do the 
presidents reject it peremptorily now? 
Because it would put them to somé 
bother. Some equitable plan for the di- 
vision of earnings would have to be 
worked out. The earning power per mile 
of the cars of the respective syste\s 
would have to be taken into consideratiog, 
but it ought not to take an expert long 
to arrive at a just settlement. There 
would be some perplexities in operation at 
first, but. they would disappear after a 
little practice. 
Through routing is a feasible remedial 
measure, but the council cannot force the 
elevated roads to adopt it. It can, how- 
ever, say to the four presidents that they 
ean have the lengthened platforms they 
want in spite of the objections raised in 
some quarters, but only on condition that 
they will agree to through route their cars 
and thus confer g double benefit upon the 
public. 

The ultima tum of the council should 
be “both or nothing.” If the presidents 
have any regard for the comfort of their 
patrons and wish to swell the earuings 
of their roads as the result of better 


of the council. They have become a little 
tiresome with their unending chatter 
about lengthened platforms as the sole 
panacea for the ills of the loop and 
should be willing to listen to reason.

WHY NOT TEACH? 

The scarcity of public school teachers 
has necessitated an emergency éxamina- 
tion to relieve the situa in the ele- 
mentary grades and kindergartens. The 
shortage of instructors in these depart- 
ments has resulted in there being from 
twenty to seventy rooms without teach- 


busl- ers at different times since the winter 


term began. 

Such a condition of affairs must cause 
wonder on the part of the average citi- 
zen.

With regard to his diplomatic failures, no, 
more striking illustration need be mentioned 

than the réle which he played at 
after the outbreak of the war between Spain 
and the United States. 

He allowed himself to be completely out- 
stripped there by his French colleague, M. 
Patenotre, an altogethér new arrival at the 
time, and who was handicapped in the eyes 
of the Spaniards at that particular juncture 
by the fact that he was married to an Amer- 
icam woman. 

Mo , he was a stranger to most 
ish statesmen, whereas Sir Henry, who aa 
been living at Madrid for many years, pos- 
sessed a most intimate acquaigtance with 
the people and the affairs of the country. 

It may be remembered that, although Sir 
Henry started out in the role of mediator 
between Spain and the United States, he was 
quickly ousted from that position by Ambas- 
sador Patenotre. 

At first the Spanish government! showed 
itself disposed to accept Sir Henry's good 
offices and those of his country in the belief 
that, owing to the particularly friendly re- 
lations that subsisted between England and 
the United States, more favorable terms 
could be obtained from the latter through 
Great Britain than through any other for- 
eign power. 

— 


Instead of waiting, however, for the Span- 
ish government to complete her acceptance 
of England's offer before mentioning the 
subject of reward, Sir Henry intimated quite 
early in his negotiations that his govern- 
ment would expect a species of Seokerane 
fee in the shape of one of the Canary Islands, 
a lease of Ceuta, or else of the cession of 
some of the Spanish heights which command 
the land side of Gibraltar. 

This soon caused the Madrilene govern- 
ment to decline Sir Henry’s offers and to ac- 
cept those of the French ambassador, 
Patenotre, who had the delicacy and the tact 
not to mention the subject of the mediator a 
compensation, realizing that, particulariy. 
‘with people such as the Spaniards, France 
would be likely to derive much more !mpor- 
tant advantages by placing the Hidalgos 
under a deep obligation than by haggling in 
advance about the broker’s fees. 

Not content with this setback, Sir Henry 
persisted in calling almost daily upon the 
Spanish minister of foreign affairs, urging 
him to accept Great Britain’s offers, and 
showed himself so impervious to sneers and 
snubs as to entirely forfeit every bit of the 
prestige which he at one moment possessed 
at Madrid. 

Indeed, the Spanish ministers finally came © 
to the conclusion that Sir Henry had become 
a little bit daft and that his pecullar form 
of mania was the belief that he could indluce 
Spain to cede territory to Great Britain in 
ret urn for her mediation at Washington. 

It was under the cloud of this fallure that 
Sir Henry was retired from the diplomatic 
service in the fall of 1898 and placed on the 
retired list.

Sir Henry was equally a failure as ambas- 
sador at Constantinople, where he was flout- 
ed by the sultan as El Tahudt (the Jew). 

At Teheran he was repeatedly downed by 
the Russian envoy, Prince Dolgorovki; 
while in Dgypt, where he was stationed or 
a time as high commissioner, he was a source 
of embarrassment and hindrance rather 
than of any assistance to Lord Cromer. 

With regard to the term applied by the 
sultan to Sir Henry, it is necessary to ex- 
plain that he is the grandson of a Jewish 
rabbi of Bamberg, in Germany, and that his 
father, Dr. Joseph Wolff, became a convert, 
first to the Roman Catholic church and aft- 
erwards to the Episcopal Church of England, 
achieving much fame as a missionary and 
traveler. 

His most celebrated feat was his journey 
to Bokhara, without escort or even inter- 
preters, for the purpose of ascertaining the 
fate of the British envoys, Stoddart and 
Connolly, and incidentally of inducing the 
emir to abandon the cruel persecution which 
he had Inaugurated against the Jews. 

Although the emir, one of the most bar- 
barous savages that have ever disgraced an 
Asiatic throne, was in the habit of consign- 
ing those Who displeased him to a pit haif 
filled with carcasses of animals in a state 
of putrefaction, leaving them to perish there 
of hunger, thirst, and the horrors of their 
surroundings, a fate shared by both Con- 
nolly and Stoddart, he was so much im- 
pressed by the fearlessness displayed by Dr. 
Wolff that he not only treated him with the 
utmost distinction as under divine protec- 
tion but actually gave heed to his admoni- 
tions and mended his ways, especially with 
regard to the Jews, 

Dr. Wolff om his return to England was the 
lion of several London seasons, the story of 
his adventures exciting so much interest and 
enthusiasm that Lady Georgina Walpole, 
daughter of the second earl of Oxford, in- 
sisted upon marrying him.

Sir Henry Drummond Wolff was the son 
born of this union, and after being educated 
at Rugby entered the foreign office at the 
early age of 16, on the nomination of Lord 
Palmerston. 

He quitted the diplomatic service for a 
time for a parilamentary career. But, 
whereas his three followers, who derived 
much of their knowledge of statesmanship 
and of public affairs from his teachings, at- 
tained high rank, Lord Randolph Churchill 
becoming chancellor of the exchequer, sec- 
retary of state for India, and leader of the 
house of commons, Arthur Balfour devel- 
oping into a premier, and Sir John Gorst 
into a minister of education, Sir Henry 
Drummond Wolff never managed to win any 
office in the administration commensurate 
with his ability as a parliamentarian. 

Married to a Miss Douglas, Sir Henry has 

been sifbjected to no end of sorrows in con- 
—— with his children. 

His only son, Capt. Wolff, has not only 
been bankrupted a number of times but has 
Ifkewise been mixed up in several exceed- 
ingly unsavory scandals, in one of which he 
was shown to have ruined the son of an old 
peer who enjoyed in a marked degree the 
favor of Queen Victoria, while in another he 
was proved to have acted the part of co- 
respondent in a divorce case in order to ena- 
ble the wegBan’s husband to secure a divorce, 
he receiving a pecuniary-consideration for 
his services in the affair. Under the cir- 
cumstances ft is not astonishing that he was 
compelled to leave the army

The elective system as commonly under- 
stood and practiced,“ says the writer, “is 
the negation of wise choice [on the part of the 
student], and instead of correcting it exag- 
gerates the evils of what Kipling satirically 
calls American versatility. The products of 
this unfortunate experiment grow -every 
year more feeble minded, more impatient of 
precision, less capable of sustained thought, 
than their predecessors. 

“We dip into everything, but remember 
nothing. We study civics, but a recent test 
shows that the average college student is 
ludicrously ignorant of the most elementary 
facts about the government under which we 
live. We study history And literature, we 
talk about studying them endlessly, but there 
never was a generation of young folks that 
cared so little about good literature and re- 
membered so little history. The cause of all 
this is that we have been losing the idea of 
education as discipline and forming of the 
mind and have substituted for it entertain- 
ment and the rapid imparting of useful in- 
formation.” 

Results of Old System. 

Of the results of a return to such a system 
of education as that advocated by Plato 
Prof. Shorey says: 

They [the pupils] would be a band of 
healthy, wholesome sunburnt boys and giris 
{Plato isan anti-segregationist] who, in Rus- 
kin’s phrase, ‘have had all the nonsense 
boxed and raced and spun ont of them.’ They 
would have dipped into fewer books than our 
graduates, but they would know a few of 
the world’s greatest books by heart; they 
would have notheory of art or sentimentality 
about it, but their taste would have been re- 
fined, almost to infallibility, by hearing only 
the best music and seeing only the best 
statues. 

“They would have heard of fewer things, 
but would know what they did know per- 
fectly. They would have never studied a 
textbook of civies, ethics, or sociolegy,’ but 
the essential principles of obedience, patriot- 
ism, modesty, order, temperance, good man- 
ners, would have been so instilled into them 
that the possibility of violating “= would 
hardly occur to their minds. 


Better Results Physically. 

“They would not only be strong and 
healthy but through gymnastics, choral sing- | 
ing and damcing and military drill would 
have acquired the mastery of their bodies 
and a dignified and graceful bearing. 

“They would be led up to the final test in 


| ethics and sociology, which is not speech- 


making or slumming or the running of uni- 
versity settlements, but the power of close, 
exact, consecutive reagoning about complex 
moral phenomena.”
